The most favorable time for the 
attempt is a four-day period start­ 
ing Thursday. The chance of suc­ 
cess is greater in this period be- 
cau.se the paths of the earth anc 
moon, as they orbit about the sun, 
are mo.st closely aligned. 


The task is tough becau.se mis­ 
silemen have only a few minutes 
time bracket each day in which 
to launch the Atlas-Able. 


The optimum period occurs only 
every 28 days. Failure to get the 
rocket off by Sunday would mean 
a postponement until late Decem- 
! her.

the 
four - stage 
Atlas-.Able would take 2 4 days to 
reach the vicinity of the moon, 
about 225,000 miles away. Then 
retro (reverse) rockets are to be 
ignited by ground signal to slow 
the payload .so it will be attracted 
I by the lunar gravitational field.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Living 
costs rose to a new peak in Oc­ 
tober. 


It was the six th new record set 
in seven months.

per cent higher than in October

The rise for most of them will 
he a cent an hour.

About 68 ,000 workers in Lock­ 
heed Aircraft and the Allis-Chal- 
mers farm equipment companies 
will get 2-cent hourly pay rai.ses. 


.A major factor in the cost-of- 
living increase was in transpor­ 
tation—higher dealer sales prices 
for new i9 60 model automobiles, 
plus the effect ot the new cent-a- 
gallon federal gasoline tax im­ 
posed in October. 


Food costs declined three-tenths 
of one per cent, but all other ma­ 
jor groups of goods and services 
went up. 


The Labor Department also re­ 
ported that in October average 
spendable 
earnings 
of 
factory 
workers—net pay after tax deduc- 
tion.s—dropped by about 30 cents 
a week to $8 0.03 for the w'orker 
heading a family of four and to 
$72.51 cents for the single worker.
